.Bitterly, some Finns saw 
only this in the Russian offer 
to trade peace for large and 
strategic areas of Finland and 
military concessions: a hid to 
gain time to perfect offensive 
strategy.

land looked upon it seriously. 


There was a hush of official 
silence on the maze of reports 
concerning negotiations, but 
the Finnish armies of the

The final destruction of the Athenian democracy gave-the cause 
of “rule by the people" a bad reputation. 
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7'lie people of the Middle Ages 
e n j o y *d one great advantage ov­ 
er our own time. 
They not only had to work for 
a living but there was only one 
way iii which they could (if they 
were fortunate ) ii ope 
to 
make 
that living. 
They had to dig in 
the soil, <uid as th a t soil, from 
the outrageous tre a tm e n t it had 
received for almost a 
thousand 
years, was completely exhausted, 
they had to dig very hard. 
That 
left them little spare 
time 
lur 
contemplation, and the few who 
loved to indulge iii th a t expensive 
luxury were buried iii some clois­ 
ter and tis faithful members of 
the 
oldest 
of 
cill 
totalitarian 
states 
the super-em pire of 
the 
C h u rch — they were very definite­ 
ly conscious of the limits imposed 
upon their political speculations. 
But they 
had 
already 
been 
shrew.I enough to discover 
the 
trem endous 
value of 
“ quotes.” 
To “ quote some o n e” means that 
you nam e another person as the 
authority for a certain statement 
or opinion which you insert 
in 
your own writings. 
I 
The mediaeval writer upon the 
i dangerous subject of politics used 
I quotes, and in nine eases out of 
ten, he quoted from Aristotle. 
Ii 
was true that that ancient 
a u t h o r had come to him in a r a t h ­ 
er round-about way. 
The origin­ 
al Greek had been translated into 
Arabic. 
The Arabic version had 
thereupon been carried to Spain 
anti had been re-translated into 
Latin. 
This process of linguistic 
laundering had 
sullied 
rather 
than cleansed the original 
text, 
hut nobody knew 
the difference 
and so nobody cared. 
And Aristotle was 
alw a ' s 
a 
safe person from whom to quote. 
Before his 
erudition, even 
the 
highly suspicious Church Fath ers 
had bowed their pious heads with 
deep reverence. 
Yes. Ar -tolle was 
the 
ideal 
mine of information for all 
m e­ 
diaeval writers, hut u n fo rtu n a te ­ 
ly for the sake of the democratic 
ideal, that famous 
disciple 
of 
Plato hated democracy almost as 
thoroughly as 
T hom as 
Carlyle 


came to do twenty-two centu ries 
later when he dismissed all d e m ­ 
ocratic forms of governm e nt with 
a contem ptuous sneer and g r u n t ­ 
ed, “ Democracy! 
H uh! 
A form 
of governm ent in which the vote 
of Judas is as good as th at of 
J e s u s ! ” (By the way, you will ob­ 
serve that I use “ quotes.” ) 
This intense dislike for democ­ 
racy on the part of Aristotle was 
<1 nile logical anti entirely u n d e r ­ 
standable. 
Under the clever lead­ 
ership of Pericles in the fifth cen­ 
tury B. CL, tilt* city of Athens had 
enjoyed— for a few brief years— 
such an outb urst 
of democratic 
glory that even today the world 
is still talking ab o u t tins Golden 
Age. 
But I said it had lasted only a 
few years. 
It had started in 4 44 
B. C. 
It had been itll over in 4 29 
B. C. 
And most people laid the 
blame for this defeat to the o u t­ 
rageous misrule of 
the 
Dema­ 
gogues 
(the rabblerousers) who 
succeeded Pericles and who, hid­ 
ing behind 
their 
contemporary 
bill-of-rigiits, had 
merely 
used 
their own liberty of expression ti. 
enslave all those who 
did 
not 
agree with them. 
The final destruction of 
the 
Athenian Empire, after the tre a­ 
son of Alcibiades (usually re g a rd ­ 
ed as the best example 
of 
ail 
aristocrat gone dem ocratic), had 
given the cause of “ rule by the 
people" such a bad reputation in 
Hie eyes of all well-balanced and 
reasonable-minded people that ac­ 
cording to 
Aristotle 
(who 
of 
com.se had an 
axe 
to 
grin d ), 
democrat'} was tilt* perversion of 
that “ desirable form of 
govern­ 
m e n t” which one might call “con­ 
stitutional 
g o vernm e nt.” 
To 
Aristotle this meant the rule by 
the majority of all free and equal 
citizens as opposed to a monarchy 
or an aristocracy. 
And so. as earl} as the fourth 
centu ry B. CT, there were already 
people who were 
beginning 
to 
recognize the vast difference t h a t 
exists between “ dem ocracy” an d 
“ self-government.”

sidered and debated, no doubt in 
London and Paris and New York 
over ihe dinner tables of those 
"in the know." 
Perhaps 
Ger- 


inany would be willing to restore 
Bohemia-Moravia 
and 
Poland, 


provided they can remain includ- 
ed in Ihe German "living space." 
There is talk of an international 
syndicate for the exploitation of 
r;iw material areas, that is to say, 
colonial territories. 
This is a re- 


vival of a plan of Dr. Schacht's 
dating from as far back as

Young plan conference. There is 
a great deal of sense in it. hut it 
has nothing whatever to do with 
this war. 


The unreal quality of all 
the 


discussion arises from a simple 
and completely neglected fact— 
the fact neglected at the dinner- 
table conversations.

was not made by the governments 
of democratic countries. 
Their 


governments tried to avoid this 
war. and all the proposals now 
being discussed 
were 
discussed 


long ago, before the war began, 
and under far more favorable cir- 
cumstances. 


Germany was plunged into this 


war by a government whose deci- 
sions were subject io no check 
from the German people whatso- 
ever, but were dictated by 
one 


man and his party. 


The governments 
of 
Britain 


France were prepared to let him 
so ahead. 
But the 
people 
of 


Britain and France, who still had 
something 
to 
say, 
were 
not. 


Chamberlain 
was 
negotiating 


with the Nazis until the very last 
moment, before the war 
began. 


The proposals now 
being 
made 


were being made to Chamberlain 
before tJie war ever began. 
And 


Chamberlain was willing to listen 
to thorn sympathetically. 
But he 


could not propose them in Eng- 
land, because the British people 
would not listen.

land — arc concerned, this is a 
people's war.

whether h is a struggle between 
armies and navies, or whether it 
is an internal struggle within na- 
tions, or whether it is a war of 
politics and nerves, is the answer 
to the question: 
Are people peo- 


ple? 
Have individuals the right 


to be human? 


This is a war against the bru- 


tal and criminal powers that gov- 
ernments have usurped to them- 
selves over all human rights. 


The people of the world have 


at last recognized. 2!ot very artic- 
ulately, to be sure, not as lucidly 
even as they should and will, but 
felt, with an apprehension driv- 
ing them to take a stand, that the 
enemy of the human race today is 
what falsely calls itself "govern- 
ment.1' 


It is not capitalism, not social- 


ism, not any of the old bogies. It 
is the 
brutal, 
naked, 
criminal 


power of the runaway state. And 
they have seen that power spread- 
ing, octopus-like: they have seen 
people, individual human beings, 
caught by its tentacles, disappear 
into its maw—millions of them. 
The most primitive 
instinct 
of 


self-preservation—not 
even 
na- 


tional preservation, self-preserva- 
tion—mobilized them 
to resist. 


For what has it done, ibis naked 
and undivided power? 
It lias de-; 


proved men of all the attributes I 
of manhood, and women of all thej 
aitrib'ites of 
womanhood, 
and 


children of all the attributes of 
childhood. 


It has divided families: it has 


broken into the family cash box: 
it has engaged in every criminal 
activity, in murder, 
and 
arson, 


and infanticide. It has bent men's 
backs to labor of no conceivable 
human use. 
It has taken the food 


from their mouths in order 10 put 
Situs in their bands and tell them 
to murder their brothers. 


It has lorn hundreds uf thou- 


sands of people, individual people, 
from their homes, from the hous- 
es in which they live and the soil 
on which they work, and thrown 
them adrift penniless upon a cold 
and cowering world. 


It has herded them inio 
box 


cars and deported them, freezing 
and starving, to remote 
places 


where 
they 
are 
enslaved 
or 


starved. 


It has gagged 
their 
mouths 


and paralyzed their brains. It bus 
set sons against their fathers and 
daughters against their mothers. 
It has defamed the God in whom 
they had faith. 
It has set spies 


upon them. 
It has beaten 
and 


robbed and imprisoned and 
tor- 


tured them. 
It has made their 


grandmothers 
testify 
against 


them from their graves and turn- 
ed their race into a universal term 
of approbrium: dirty Jews; dirty 
Poles: dirty Czechs. 


Yes, 
and to prevent the spread 


of this, the anti-human, ihe anti- 
God, 
the anti-man, the people of 


the democracies have taken upon 
themselves their own Moloch, put 
themselves under their own gov- 
ernments, accepted an unfamiliar 
and inhuman and dangerous dis- 
cipline. But to be free. Eventual- 
ly to be free. 
That is what this 


war is about.*

So what is all this peace talk, 


about geography and raw mater- 
ials and this and that? 
These 


things 
are 
important; 
these 


things must be solved. 
But first 


there must be men again, to solve 
them. 


The only treaty that can bring 


peace to Europe must, be a treaty- 
signed between governments—all 
governments—and their 
peoples.

It was laid down 150 years ago 


in the Declaration

Men are created free and

love, have children, to work and 
to exercise some 
choice 
about 


their work, to think and have ac- 
cess to the great social inherit- 
ance of all the world's knowledge, 
to speak, to express themselves, 
to acquire some modicum of pri- 
vate property that is secure 
to 


them in law: to be safe in their 
homes and effects against unwar-
